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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argunnents presented are not convincing. 
The Applicant argues that Jeng et al. does not teach a gate electrode directly overlying the diffusion barrier connprising a sennicondutor 
material. Layer 60, the conductive layer functioning as a gate electrode, can be nnade of tungsten silicide (Col. 5, lines 51-55). Tungsten 
silicide comprises the semicondutive material silicon, along with tungsten. The Applicant further argues that Boyd et al. does not teach 
two silicon germanium filled spaces. Boyd et al. teaches that the entire substrate can comprise silicon germanium (Col. 4, lines 57-60). 
Since the entire substrate can comprise silicon germanium, the spaces in which the source and drain regions are formed can be said to 
be silicon germanium filled spaces. There is no requirement in the claim for the remainder of the substrate to comprise a different 
material from the silicon germanium filled source and drain regions. 
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
